Sloke is a seaweed, which when prepared looks rather like 
spinach. It is still to be found in Ireland and is regarded as a 
delicacy. In certain parts of the west of England and Wales 
a similar product called Lavar is occasionally met with, and is 
prepared in a similar way to Sloke. Both have great nutritive 
value on account of their iodine properties. ‘There has been 
considerable correspondence in “The Daily Telegraph” 
recently in regard to edible seaweeds.
